Millions of paper boxes are turned 


out every week in New Haven from 
the common cigarette holder to the 
one that holds a $20 creation of a mil- 


box shops iu town, and the greater 
: 


number of operatives are women. Until 
the paoer box syndicate got control of 
the New Haven box factories the con- 
cerns were run by different people, 
but the largest here are now owned 
by the National Folding Box and Pa- 
per company. 


If you buy a hat it is sent to your 


fcome in a paper box; if you order a 
dress suit it comes to your home in 
a paper box; you get your cuffs, your 
collars, your shirts and ties in paper 
boxes; your shoes, your cuff buttons, 
your jewelry in paper boxes; dresses, 
shirtwaists, bonnets, hose, underwear, 
luncheons, cereals, oysters, milk, cod- 
fish, fruit, candies, perfumeries, soaps 
and sausage; almost everything but 
boilers and engines are packed in pa- 
per ooxes nowadays. 


The variety and size of paper boxes 


is almost without limit, and modern 
machinery to make them is capable of 
anything in that way that it may be 
called on to do. About the only hand 
work now in making paper boxes is 
putting on the labels, and this could, 
if necessary, be done by machinery 
in the factories. 
An ordinary well- 


equipped factory makes hundreds of 
sizes and shapes and usually carries 
about 200 samples in stock. The foun- 
dation and body of a paper box is 
strawboard. 


Strawboard is a hard, thick, yellow- 


ish-brown paper, commonly 
called 


cardboard by the consumer. It is made 
of straw—usually wheat straw. 
The 


straw used in this state, which has 
some of the largest and best known 
factories in the country, is usually 
hauled to the factories by nearby farm- 
ers, or the factories buy the straw on 
the farms and do their own hauling. 
If at too great a hauling distance the 
straw is shipped in by bales. It is 
tumbled into huge pots of lime water 
and boiled to a pulpy mass, drained, 
fed between web cloths which flatten 
it and carry it to machines with many 
hot rollers, which gradually compress 
and make it smooth. untiL .when it 
emerges at the other side, it is alraw- 
board in a continuqus sheet of a cer- 
tain width. It passes through a cut- 
ter, which makes it into sheets 26x38 
inches. 
This is the regulation size 


agreed upon by the strawboard manu- 
facturer of the United States, appar- 
ently because it is the most handy 
size and the one that can be made into 
most of the other sizes ordinarily tised. 
Unless otherwise specified, it is always 
shipped in this size to paper box mak- 
ers and other people who use straw- 
board. It cuts to great advantage for 


. many sizes of boxes and with the least 
waste. If lined strawboard is wanted, 
that is, board with, say, white paper 
cover on one side of it, the paper from 
a large roll is made to meet the straw- 
board as it passes through the rollers, 
and is pressed on the board before the 
latter is completely dried by the last 
rollers. Strawboard comes altogether 
in 50-pound bundles, no matter what 
the size of the sheets. Some of it is 
so thick that there are only eight 
sheets of the regulation size in a aO- 
pound bundle; others thin enough to 
give 130 sheets to the bundle of that 
weight 


The boxmaker first cuts the larger 


sheets into the SJZPS he needs to make 
the Kind of boxes wanted. Then these 
sheets of proper size are fed into 
machine that scores them, that is. cuts 
half way through them in the right 
places so that the sheet may be folded 
and be in shape of a box with bottom, 
tv.-o sides and two ends. Before be- 
ing folded, however, they are slipped 
into a machine which nips the cor- 
ners oil. The stay machine next gets 
the folded shape and puts gummed pa- 
per over the corners to hold together 
the sides and ends. The next machine 
lines and covers the boxes v%~Ith paper 
in whatever color is wanted. The pa- 
per has blue on one side, like postage 
stamps, and is in rolls on an axle. The 
naked strawbcard box is hung on an- 
other machine which turns the box up 
a^.d down and over while the operator 
suides the paper over the box, outside 
ar-<l in. The lid is lined and complet- 
ed in the same manner, 
being, of 


course, slightly larger than the box. so 
as to fit over it 
There is a little ma- 


chine to make the thumb hole, the lit- 
tle serai-circular opening at the middle 
of the bottom of each side of the lid, 
v.-hich makes a place to get hold of the 
box while the lid is being pulled off. 
Then girls, by hand, deftly and quick- 


put on the labels. 
The box has

Sponjre-FUhiiis: by Electric r.J-rl»t- 
There are today some 310 vessels, 


with more than 2000 men, employed in 
this one industry about the coast of 
Florida. As it takes at least a year for 
a sponge to grow to a moderate size, 
and the grounds are fished over several 
times every 12 months, the-arge sponges 
have all been removed from the avail- 
able portions of the ocean's bed, and 
the large fleet of fishing vessels keep 
the product limited to sponges of small 
value. The United States commission 
of fish and fisheries has recently taken 
steps toward the regulation of this 
wholesale 
destruction of the young 


sponges on those submarine plateaus 
which are now accessible. The opera- 
tion of collecting the sponges is verv 
simple, the fisher spearing with a long 
pole all those which he can see with 
the aid of a water glass. The depth 
of water, therefore, in which they can 
be obtained is only limited by the dis- 
tance penetrated by the light. If this 
distance could be increased, largs sreas 
would immediately be opened up where 
sponges have been growing unmolested 
for years, and the production would be 
not only greatly increased in quantity, 
but the quality would probably be as 
fine as that from any part of the world. 
Experiments are soon to be made upon 
a new submarine electric arc lamp to 
ascertain by practical demonstration 
the feasibility of reaching these lower 
strata by its means, and if successful 
its application to this important indus- 
try will undoubtedly follow.

Xot Beef. 


A wholesale emigration of the Amer- 


ican small boy and girl might seem 
probable if the latest report of James 
Boyle, United State Consul at Liver- 
pool, should be disseminated among 
the youngsters. For Mr. Boyle makes 
the astonishing statement: "It is prob- 
ably a fact that jam and not l>eef is 
now the national dish of the British- 
er." 


Mr. "Boyle points out that, except so 


far as the very poor are concerned, 
jam or marmalade is on every English 
breakfast table, and an almost univer- 
sal "sweet"' (the English for dessert) 
at luncheon and dinner is a compote, 
stew, or tart, of which the chief in- 
gredient is preserved fruit. Mr. Boyle 
says: 


The English people are the largest 


consumers of jam in the world. It is 
probably the fact that jam anil not 
beef is now the national dish of the 
Britisher—or, at any rate, jam (includ- 
ing marmalade) runs bacon a close 
second. As the United Siates is now 
supplying a large proportion 01 the 
beef and bacon consumed in England, 
she can also, by proper memoes, cap- 
ture a great share of the trade in 
jam. preserves, etc.. in this country. 


It is well known that nowhere In the 


United States can better American 
beef and bacoa be bought than can be 
bought in England, and many Ameri- 
can visitors declare that better Ameri- 
can beef can be had in London and 
Liverpool than can generally be ob- 
tained in Xew York or Chicago. Ship- 
pers of American beef to this maiki-t 
understand that they must send over

Noted Discoverer Dead. 


Fair Haven, Mass., May 20.— Weston 


_. --- Howland, the discoverer of the method 
neither of renning petroleum, died last night, 
" ~~J aged 86 years. In I860 he tried bis ex- 


periments with petroleum, which had 
just been found In Pennsylvania In 
large quantities, and was about to give 
up the problem. By accident he solv- 
ed the secret of refining and convinced 
that petroleum was to be the oil of the 
future he established a factory here.

leatKery tube, spread out below into a 
"base" that fastens it to a rock or 
other foundation, and expanding above 
Into the flower like "disk" with, the 
mouth in the centre. All around the 
opening of the mouth are curling ten- 
tacles, not unlike the petals of modern 
chrysanthemum. Some varieties are al- 
most or entirely colorless, while in 
some others the tentacles are gorgeous- 
ly tinted and rival the flowers of the 
field: but in all lurks death in a certain 
and horrible form. "Watch some little 
creature touch the curving arms and 
they will be seen to curl inward and 
wrap the intruder in their folds as they 
push it toward the mouth. The inner 
sides of the tentacles are covered by 
poison glands that sting tbe prey to 
Insensibility or death and so stop the 
struggles that might prove disastrous 
to the anemone. When the mouth is 
reached the captive is pushed into the 
hollow interior, and the anemone shuts 
up into a reddish brown ball until its 
meal is digested, when it spreads Its 
fatal beauties for another victim. 


Another great family of flowering 


animals is that including the "sea cu- 
cumbers." These animals have long, 
flattened bodies of a dark color that 
ranges from brown to reddish purple, quantities oi 
and their most active movement is a indigestion, 
slow creeping along the bottom. At 
one end is the mouth, surrounded by 
the petal like tentacles, that push into 
It the mud and sand on which the or- 
ganism lives. The mud of the bottom 
Is filled with tiny beings that really 
furnish the food, but It appears to sub- 
sist on the inorganic mud itself. The 
most curious thing about the "cucum- 
ber" is that it takes lodgers in a way. 
It has a. large cavity within Its body 
that Is filled with water, and into this 
cavity a little fish called the fierasfer 
works Its way. and then lives within a serious one. 
the helpless host It is not a parasite, 
for it leaves its lodging to seek food, 
but it merely lodges in the holothuriar. 
for shelter, as the power of stinging 
that sea cucumbers possess to a high 
degree renders them fairly safe from 
molestation. The little lodgers do not 
seem to do any harm to their land- 
lords, except when several take quar- 
ters in the satne one, and then they 
may Inflict damage by overcrowding. 


The whole class of coral-forming ani- 


mals resemble plants so closely as to 
deceive all but skilled observers. Few 
sights in nature are more beautiful 
than the "coral gardens" in the West 
Indies, where the gorgeously colored 
vegetation is almost entirely aniinal in 
character. The sea bottom near Xas- 
sau is formed of white coral sand ana 
the debris of broken down shells, anf. 
covering this is water of such tran- 
sparency that the boat seems to float in 
air. A plate of glass is let into the 
floor of the boat and the reflection of 
the sunlight from the white sand be- 
low illuminates the scene so that Its 
smallest detail is visible. The sheet 
of glittering white sand is broken by 
dark masses of coral rock from which 
stream broad sheets of "fan coral." 
that naturalists call gorgonlas. bril- 
liant in vivid reds, yellows and pur- 
ples. The darker masses of rock are 
spangled with anemones that equal the 
tints of 
waving plumes

Clumps of bright hued sea

An official statement of the situation 


at the academy was made at the war 
department. It was said that the ca- 
dets had been guilty of acts which 
would not be serious in any other col- 
lege or school, but in view of the fact 
that these young men were educated 
by the government, at a government 
Institution, to learn obedience and to 
learn how to command men and them- 
selves, it was necessary for them to 
be under a somewhat more rigid dis- 
cipline.

John Porter, who had been ill for sev- 
e$al we«ks at his home here, died yes- 
terday, aged 80. He had been suffer- 
ing from chronic diabetes, and his 
death had been expected for several 
days.

Franklin and Smith and ex-Mayors 
He-Witt and Grace. Gen. Brooke, com- 
mander of the department of the east, 
will hare entire charge of the military 
arrangements for the funeral. 


Fit* John Porter was a native of 


Portsmouth, N. H., his father being a 
captain in the jiavy. He graduated 
from We«t Point in 1845, and in the , 
Meilcan war was, breveted captain and \ 
major for gallantry. From 1853 to 
1855 he was instructor at West Point. 
In the civil war he rose to the rank of ; 
brigadier general in the regular army j 
and major general of volunteers. In - 
1862 he was relieved of his command, j 
arrested and court martialed. He was i 
accused of failing to obey Gen. Pope's i 
or,der Aug. 27, 1862. for a night march 
from Warrenton. Junction to Bristoe. 
H« was also accused of disobeying or- 
ders on Aug. 29, 1S62, one to advance, 
the other to attack, and wits, retreat- 
in* before the enemy. He was con- 
Tlcted and f cashiered from the army. 
After years of conflict he was, in 1866, 
restored to his rank by congress. Soon 
after his Tindication he resigned from 
the army *ud was appointed president 
3f the New Jersey insane asylum. He 
•wat subsequently president of New 
fork's 5r.e commission. At one time 
ch« khedive of Egypt offered Gen. Por- 
ter the rank of major general to com- 
.rnand in his army, with a salary of $25,- 
000, but the offer was declined.
